A Verdict of Suicide Returned by 
the Coroner. . 


Alcoholism and Business Troubles the Cause 
Assigned for the Rash Act. 


Coroner Auler held an inquest this afterneon 
over the bedy of Rudolph Schmieding, who died 
at the City Hospital yesterday from the effects 
of a pistol-shot wound in the head inflicted by 
his ownjband at No.5 Market street on Wednes- 
day afternoon. The principal witness 
examined was George Rengsdortf, who told 
the story of the suicide as follows: 

Jama beer bottler employed at Rudolph 
Schmieding’s establishment, No. 5 Market 
street, and had known Mr. Schmieding some- 
thing over a year. For a long time prtor 
to four or five days before his death, 
he drank a great deal of wine and 
other liquors, and then stopped ant drank 
nothing spirituous. He was generally a very 
lively man, tondof his joke, but during the

On Wednesday morning, September 24, 
he came to his office and told 
the driver totake outa load of beer. Ie ae 
companied him out in townand returned about 
lu o'clock. He went into bis oltice, but ap- 
peared perplexed and absent—minded. lle 
wrote twoor three letters and tore them up ex- 
claining, It's is no use trying, lcan’t do 
M.“ He went out to the front 
door looking towards the 
river and remained there three quarters of an 
hour. He then walked up Market street to 
Commercial alley, where he stood with folded 
armequiteawhiie. Then he returned to the 
office, and it was hardly a second later when

ibree of us employees ran into the office 
and discovered him lying onthe floer breathing 
heavily. He never spoke, and we bad him re- 
moved to the dispeusary.

Such a reform, to be perma- 
nent, should not only be put into the form of 
law, but sbould alsoinclude the abolishment 
of superfluous offices, and such a wholesome 
reduction of salaries that expenses of partisan 
campaigns cannot be paid out of the public 
funds by the indirect method of political us- 
sessment upon official incomes. 

6. We hold the old. Democratic maxim that 
that government is best which governs least, 
which bestows upon the citizens the greatest 
personal liberty consistent with the public 
peace and welfare, and, while it affords pro- 
tection to life and property, leaves the creeds, 
habits, customs and business ef the people 
unfettered by sumptuary laws, class legisla- 
tion or exorbitant monopolies. 

7. We demand a free ballot, and an honest 
count of the votes cast at all elections as the 
inalienable right of American citizens. The 
presence of armed troops at the polls upon 
election day and of partisan officials clothed 
with arbitrary power to intimidate, arrest and 
imprison voters without legal process is in- 
tolerable in a free country, a direct blow to 
the rights of all adopted citizens and suited 
only to the schemes of a desperate party de- 
termined to maintain political power at all 
hazards. Never again by fraud or force shall 
the will of the people constitutionally ex- 
pressed be nullified by a treasonable conspira- 
ey of unscrupulous partisans. 

Resolutions were also adopted condemning 
the Republican administration for unneces- 
sary extravagance in expenditures, demand- 
ing legislation for the regulation of railroad 
and elevator corporations in the interest of 
the people, and condemning the mismanage- 
ment of State institutions, and especially the 
squandering of publie funds by officials of 
the State asylum at St. Peter.

A strange scene was witnessed shortly after 
5 o’clo¢ék, when Jackson, the youngest and 
smmaliest of the pedestrians, appeared on the 
track with a Reina Victoria in his mouth. Ue 
puffed away, and seemed to take intense com- 
fortfrom his smoke. It was the first smoke 
be had bad for several days, and his apprecia- 
tion of it was complete. Orniy to asmoker was 
the appreciation of his face significant. He 
fairly beamed at the weed as he twirled it be- 
tween his thumb and forefinger... He let the 
blue smoke steal outot his mouth, while his 
eyes were fixed up among the rafters, as one 
elated. DanO’Leary looked in amazement at 
the boy, but the boy was wraptinthe contem- 
piation of heaven and gave no heed to the vets 
eran's surprise. The narcotic soother had an 
immediate effect on his fice. The 
careworn look that had long been 
noticeable entirely departed, and his 
face was beaming and happy. Long before 
erning streaked the sky with rosy hues the 
velling of newsboys on the outside of the 
buileing announced the coming day. All 
bands except Ennis and Taylor are now out, 
andthey all look straight ahead and seem to 
have collared their work.

Then 
appears plucky Panchot, who has continued to 
run tor an hour or more, and after him 
strung out, closely hugging the post, follow 
Krohne, the raw-boned giant; Hart, the minia- 
ture O'Leary; Jackson, rich in the possession 
of a legion of sisters, cousins, aunts, etc.; 
Merritt, whose performance thas far is astoa- 
ishing every one; Feredmeger, who appreci- 
ates that racing against such men as Weston 
and Rowell and Guyonis not near so amusing 
or dilatory os wheeling a barrow from San 
Francisco to New York, and Ennis the orator 
and pedestrian. There they go, jogging 
around, full of hope, showing good speed and 
form, notwithstanding that that great aid to 
effort, the magnetism eof a sympathetic audt- 
ence, is wanting. Morning is stealing on the 
hands ot the chronometer which measures 
with equinoctial precision the time of the walk- 
ers, stretched wide apart, marking the dial 
into halves.

When you are 
walking in a contest like this it is sometimes 
imporsible to tell what you are eating—that is, 
what name you shall cali the meal. In reta- 
tion you may be eating your breakfast, while 
im point of time of day it may be supper. Daa 
©’ Leary says the mental effort to keep track of 
your grub in a race of this kind is tremendous. 
About 9 o'clock Ennis reappeared, looking 
much better than when he retired, an hour be- 
tore. Merritt put on a pink silk jockey cap ia 
honor ot the completion of his 139th mile at 
9h. 5um. 

ALL KINDS OF RUMORS. 

Rumors of all kinds were floating around the 
garden; some were intended to itamfluence the 
betting on the racers, and others were started 
through prejudice, jealousy and ignorance. 
Many insisted that the match was sold and an 
arrangement had been entered into at an early 
stage of the preceedings between Weston, 
Rowell and their friends. A few denied that 
anv such combination could be made, and the 
ethers in reply pointed to Weston on the track 
and then to tne figures on the blackboard. The 
inference they desired to draw was that he 
could do a great deal more work it ke liked, 
but that he did not want to, as Rowell’s turn 
hed come round to win the belt and 
the gute Ineney. When a man 
attempted to reply to this in ‘any part 
of the building, he was met with 
question, Why uid he not enter the race in 
England? and then the answer was given u- 
quickly asthe question, Because there was 
not enough money in it. There it is all in a 
nutshell. Tat is a good man, said one ot 
the professional Lackers, and he knows his 
Value, and he is not going to run 300 miles ior 
nothing.’’ There were unfortunately only too 
many circumstances to ground these suspi- 
cionson. Weston only received asmall sum 
of money as his share of the takings at Kri- 
cuitural Hall, and that simply because they 
were net large. Here, however, the receipts 
have always amounted to immense sums, 
and this time it is more than 
probable they will exceed any-* 
thing knewn before. All this gives a 
colering of reason to much of what is said 
about Nowell having come to America and run 
sgaintorthe belt. He is working bard for it, 
however, and apparentiy honestly, and it 
would take a more than average good man to 
deprive him of it. Weston did not, as was ait, 
remain long ata time on the course after the 
race was connmenced, and that, he complaines 
atthe time, was on account of thesmoke. His 
absence was at once misconstrued into a plan 
to remain idle while Rowell was running up a 
score.

The talk Was all 
omengthe outsiders, and they gossiped as 
they looked on over the railings and trom tbeir 
seuts. 


EXCITEMENT ON THE TRACK, 

Weston caused a great deal of amnsement as 
he went around about II o'clock, by hanging 
atin cup on the handle ot his stick, and .hold- 
ing it over his shoulder as he drove on. Lleo- 
ple roared and roared at this, and had not 
time to stop and wonder why they laughed so 
heartily at sotrifling a cireumstance, when 
theiramazement was challenged by Feder* 
meyer. Weston plays low comedy in the garb 
of a heavy walking tragedian, and he plays it 
fora pu) pose, thoughthe public does not al- 
ways see his object, which is to enliven or 
lighten the road for himself as he travels, and 
keep his mind engaged on pleasagt and enter- 
taining subjects; but Federmeyer looked 
the low comedian when he first 
presented himselt betore an au- 
dience asa pedestrian, although he acted the 
heavy tragedian.

It 
was a good, bold dash, one that brought him 
past the single file Pine of the others and to the 
lead ot Krohrne (who was siinging along in a 
pink satin cap in his truly reliable sort of way), 
Guyon, Rowell, Jackson, Ennis and Hart. Out 
of Krohne’s back pocket hung halta white 
pocket handkerchief, and this attracted 
the attention of Weston as he came bowling 
along, and he played withit with his cane, 
having left the tin cup in his tent, again giving 
the audience a good hearty laugh. The advent 
of so many persons to the garden appeared to 
act on those who had been in the place all 
night as a sort ot reminder, and numbers be- 
gantoleave.
